FDA May Pull Top Painkillers 

Panel recommends elimination of Vicodin and Percocet 


ADELPHI,MD.| Government experts say pre- 
scription drugs such as Vicodin and Perco- 
cet that combine a popular painkiller with 
stronger narcotics should be eliminated 
because of their role in deadly overdoses. 

A Food and Drug Administration panel 
on Tuesday voted 20-17 that prescription 
drugs that combine acetaminophen with 
other painkilling ingredients should be 
pulled off the market. 


The FDA has assembled a group of 
experts to vote on ways to reduce liver dam- 
age associated with acetaminophen, one 
of the most widely used drugs in the U.S. 
and the leading cause of liver failure in the 
country, according to the FDA. 

Panelists cited FDA data indicating 60 
percent of acetaminophen-related deaths 
are related to prescription products. Acet- 
aminophen is also found in popular over- 


the-counter medications such as Tylenol 
and Excedrin. “Wef e here because there are 
inadvertent overdoses with this drug that 
are fatal, and this is the one opportunity we 
have to do something that will have a big 
impact,” said Dr. Judith Kramer of Duke 
University Medical Center. 

In a separate vote, the panel voted over- 
whelmingly, 36-1, that if the drugs stay on 
the market, they should carry a black box 
warning, the most serious safety label avail- 
able.

DETROIT I Gunmen in a green 
minivan opened fire on a group 
of teenagers waiting at a bus stop 
near a Detroit school on Tuesday, 
wounding seven, including three 
who were later in critical condi- 
tion, authorities said. 

Five of the teens had just left 
Cody Ninth Grade Academy, 
where they were taking summer 
classes. 

The gunmen exited a vehicle 
and “asked for a person by name” 
before they “opened fire at the 
crowd,” said Detroit Public Schools 
Police Chief Roderick Grimes.

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N. Korean Ship Turns Back 


U.S. tracked vessel, 
suspecting it carried 
illegal arms shipment 

WASHINGTON | U.S. officials said 
Tuesday that a North Korean ship 
has turned around and is headed 
back toward the north where it 
came from, after being tracked 
for more than a week by Ameri- 
can Navy vessels on suspicion of 
carrying illegal weapons. 

The move keeps the U.S. and 
the international community 
guessing: Where is the Kang Nam 
1 going? Does its cargo include 
materials banned by a new UN. 
anti-proliferation resolution?

The ship left the North Korean 
port of Nampo on June 17 and is 
the first vessel monitored under 
UN. sanctions that ban the regime 
from selling arms and nuclear- 
related material. 

The Navy has been watching 
it — at times following it from a 


distance. It traveled south and 
southwest for more than a week; 
then, on Sunday, it turned around 
and headed back north, two U.S. 
officials said on condition of ano- 
nymity. 

Nearly two weeks after the ship 
left North Korea, officials said 
Tuesday they still do not know 
where it is going. But it was about 
250 miles south of Hong Kong on 
Tuesday, one official said. 

Two officials had said earlier 
Tuesday that the Kang Nam had 
been moving very slowly in recent 
days. They said they did not know 
what the turnaround of the ship 
means, nor what prompted it.

Car Bombing Mars Revelry in Iraq 


Kirkuk attack kills 
33 people as country 
marks U.S. pullback 

BAGHDADI Not a single American 
soldier was in sight. Gone, too, 
were the American helicopters 
whose buzz has for years defined 
Baghdad’s background track. 
Left alone to protect the capital 
Tuesday were thousands of Iraqi 
troops and police manning check- 
points, with army tanks deployed 
at potential trouble spots and con- 


voys of pickup trucks with machine 
guns roaming the streets. 

But it was elsewhere, 180 miles 
to the north, that militants deliv- 
ered their first deadly challenge to 
Iraq’s security forces on a highly 
symbolic day after the formal with- 
drawal of U.S. combat troops from 
cities at midnight. 

A car bombing devastated a food 
market in Kirkuk, killing at least 33 
people and wounding 90. The eve- 
ning attack, which bore the marks 
of Sunni extremist groups such as 
al-Qaeda in Iraq, was the second in 


the Kirkuk area since a truck blast 
killed 82 people on June 20. 

The latest bombing was a dead- 
ly example of the violence many 
Iraqis fear will increase with the 
departure of American troops 
from urban areas. 

The bombing came hours after 
the U.S. military announced that 
four American soldiers were killed 
in combat shortly before the mili- 
tary completed its withdrawal from 
Iraq’s cities on Monday. It was the 
deadliest attack on U.S. forces since 
May 21, when three soldiers were 


killed in a blast in Baghdad. 

“It reminds me that there are 
still dangers out there,” Gen, Ray 
Odierno, the top U.S. soldier in 
Iraq, said of the deaths. 

The violence marred what oth- 
erwise was a festive occasion as 
Iraqis commemorated National 
Sovereignty Day with parades in 
the capital, hamza hendawi (ap)

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Teen Survives Yemeni Jet Crash 


Airplane carrying 
153 ditches in Indian 
Ocean near Comoros 

MORONI, COMOROS I AYemeni jet- 
liner carrying 153 people crashed 
in the Indian Ocean on Tuesday 
as it came in for a landing during 
howling winds on the island nation 
of Comoros. Yemeni officials said 
a teenage girl survived. 

The crash came two years after 
aviation officials reported faults 
with the plane, an Airbus 310 fly- 
ing the last leg of a journey from 
Paris and Marseille to Comoros, 
with a stop in Yemen to change 
planes. Most of the passengers

were from Comoros. Sixty-six on 
board were French nationals. 

Khaled el-Kaei, the head of 
Yemenia airline’s public relations 
office, said a 14 -year-old survived 
the crash. And Yemen’s embassy 
in Washington issued a statement 
saying a young girl survived and 
was taken to a hospital. 

Yemeni civil aviation deputy 
chief Mohammed Abdul Qader 
said the flight data recorder had 
not been found and it was too early 
to speculate about the cause of the 
crash. But he said the wind was 
40 mph as the plane was land- 
ing. “The weather was very bad,” 
he said, adding windy conditions 
hampered rescue efforts, (ap)

Fireworks Shows 
On Chopping Block 


Towns across the U.S. 
are struggling to pay 
for holiday tradition 

BUDGET CUTS I Lack of bucks 
means less bang this July Fourth 
for many cash-strapped cities. 

Fireworks shows are being 
canceled or scaled back, mostly in 
small and midsize cities, as munici- 
palities’ tax revenue dries up with 
the slowing economy and falling 
home prices. Funding from corpo- 
rate sponsorships also has fizzled 
as businesses deal with economic 
problems of their own. 

The budget realities are forc- 
ing communities to decide, for 
example, whether they can pay 
for extra police and fire protection 
for a fireworks show — or perhaps 
pay an officer’s salary for the rest 
of the year. And some organiz- 
ers have concerns about seeking 
money for a celebration as com- 
munities struggle to take care of 
life- or- death needs worsened by 
the recession.

FILM I With “Public Enemies,” all 
the pieces would seem to be in 
place for an epic gangster drama:

agents on the crowded streets of 
Chicago 14 months later. Bale plays 
Melvin Purvis, the agent who lives

The director of “Heat” and 
“The Insider” has said he was fas- 
cinated by Dillinger not just as a 
daring criminal but as the hero 
he became for regular people, 
folks who blamed the banks for 
their financial troubles during 
the Depression, Dillinger robbed 
those very institutions, which felt 
to them like an act of vigilante 
justice. 

But nowhere in “Public Ene- 
mies” will you find that sentiment 
explored or even hinted at in a cur- 
sory way. Dillinger is famous here, 
of course — he’s Public Enemy 
No. 1, hence the title — but there’s 
little sense of his public percep- 
tion and not much context for his 
notoriety. Mann also doesn’t really 
depict the poverty or desperation 
of the era; Dillinger usually spends 
time in cars, banks and glamor- 
ous haunts with slick cohorts.

FILM I There is more action and 
more cuddly creatures for kids 
to love in “Ice Age: Dawn of the 
Dinosaurs ” than in the animated 
franchise’s first two installments. 
For parents, it’s more of the same, a 
“Yawn of the Dinosaurs” adventure 
with some new faces and places 
but the same central characters 
rehashing the themes of the first 
two movies. 

The worn-out idea the filmmak- 
ers have yet another crack at: Families 
can be found objects, stitched togeth- 
er from all sorts of misfits who bond 
to form their own loving little clan. 
The main thing that distinguishes 
this movie from its predecessors is 
the setting, as the gang of prehistoric 
animals journeys underground to a 
lost world of dinosaurs. 


Once again, the main players 
are Manny the woolly mammoth 
(voiced by Ray Romano); his wife, 
Elbe (Queen Latifah); Diego the 
saber-toothed tiger (Denis Leary);

But, mostly, 
Verona is a mirror to the people that she 
and Burt encounter on their road trip. And 
it’s in these vignettes that the film begins 
to feel less like an authentic exploration of 
identity than a condemnation of the very 
community the couple pretend to crave.

DEPARTURES (PG-13, 130 minutes) 
Daigo Kobayashi (Masahiro Motoki) once 
dreamed of being a successful cellist, but 
now the sensitive young man has taken up 
a new line of work: preparing the dead for 
burial. This is a movie that could never be 
made in America. It doesn’t flirt with death 
as a plot twist or denouement but is thor- 


oughly immersed in dying from beginning 
to end. Gentle comedy helps the full immer- 
sion process. Daigo is apprenticed to an old 
master of the craft (Tsutomu Yamazaki). 
The two men form an unlikely friendship, 
as the older man quietly prepares Daigo 
to take over the business. The strength of 
the film is relationships. The weakness is 
the film’s social agenda, which is all in the 
service of old traditions. It is as polished 
as it is heavy-handed, and it leaves one 
under a spell, (pk) 

EASY VIRTUE (PG-13, 93 minutes) This 
traditional English comedy of manners is 
cut from the same drapery as “Gosford 
Park” and any Oscar Wilde film adapta- 
tion, minus the thematic heft and belly 
laughs of either. But for those thirsty for 
an unchallenging diversion, this may be 
your cup of tea. The English countryside 
is lovely, after all, and so are the actors: 
Kristin Scott Thomas as the cold matri- 
arch Mrs. Whittaker, Colin Firth as her 
uncouth husband and Ben Barnes as 
John, their dapper son. John recently 
married an American (heavens!) who’s 
also a famous race-car driver with an 
accomplished sexual resume (goodness 
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gracious!). The American race-car driver, 
Larita, is played by Jessica Biel, who must 
have the most talented agent and publicist 
in America. What might’ve been a scrump- 
tious, chocolatey dessert of a movie — a 
Noel Coward delite — is instead a scoop 
of lemon ice, not filling, faintly sweet and 
mostly water, dan zak 
FOOD, INC (PG, 94 minutes) This absorb- 
ing look behind the curtain of the cynical 
and often sickening workings of the mod- 
ern industrial food system does a superb 
job of making its case that our current 
food ways are drastically out of whack. 
Starting with the chicken and beef indus- 
tries, the filmmakers trace how fast-food 
culture created the corporate concentra- 
tion of agricultural production and the dis- 
appearance of the traditional family farm. 
With damning hidden-camera footage and 
interviews with such pioneering journalists 
as Eric Schlosser and Michael Pollan, the 
film deftly demonstrates how issues such 
as illegal immigration, public health and 
intellectual property law intersect at the 
largely hidden nexus of Big Meat. See the 
film after dinner, but see it. (ah) 

THE HANGOVER (R, 99 minutes) Two days 
before his wedding, Doug (Justin Bartha) 
and three guy friends (Bradley Cooper, Ed 
Helms, Zach Galifianakis) decide to enjoy 
one last hurrah in Las Vegas before Doug 
ties the knot. But almost as soon as they 
embark into that good night, all becomes 
oblivion. They don’t remember a thing. 
Who was the stripper leaving their hotel 
room early in the morning? How did that 
tiger end up in their bathroom? And what 
the heck happened to their missing friend 
Doug? Their only way out of this night- 
mare is to return from the proverbial fire 
back to the frying pan: the noble institu- 
tion of marriage. That’s what you call a 
real punch line, (dt) 

IMAGINE THAT (PG, 107 minutes) The film, 
in which Eddie Murphy plays a careerist 
investment banker redeemed by father- 
hood and fantasy, is a redemptive act for 
Murphy. Little Yara Shahidi is beautiful 
and natural as Murphy’s daughter, Olivia; 
Thomas Haden Church is inspired as an 
inspired character, Johnny Whitefeather, 
a faux mystic who parlays Native American 
spirituality into snake-oil salesmanship. As 
he struggles to maintain clients, Murphy’s 
Evan Danielson discovers a quick path to 
happiness: In his daughter’s fantasy world 
there are princesses who can make win- 
ning stock predictions. Audiences will 
make do with a movie that takes a major 
step toward reasserting Murphy’s place 


as the comic heir not just to Richard Pryor, 
but to Groucho Marx. The return of Eddie 
Murphy? Imagine that, (ja) 

LAND OF THE LOST (PG-13, 93 minutes) 
Will Ferrell’s Rick Marshall, a crackpot 
scientist in a career slump, is transport- 
ed through time-space with a comely 
assistant (Anna Friel) and an unwitting 
dillweed (Danny McBride) to a parallel 
dimension. Behold the Land of the Lost: 


part jungle, part desert, part Six Flags— a 
junkyard strewn with pop culture’s detri- 
tus, inhabited by dinosaurs, zombie-like 
lizard men (the Sleestaks) and, of course, 
the furry Pakune known as Chaka (Jorma 
Taccone), who deservedly gets more laughs 
than Ferrell. It seems everyone gets more 
laughs than Ferrell here, including “Today” 
host Matt Lauer, who makes a delightful 
cameo. And while not completely terrible. 


the film’s more laugh-worthy bits have 
already been seen in endless ads for the 
movie, hank stuever 
MY LIFE IN RUINS (PG-13, 98 minutes) In 
fashioning a comeback for Nia Vardalos, 
writer Mike Reiss has cribbed much from 
her “My Big Fat Greek Wedding” play- 
book. A classical history professor left 
high and dry by Athens University cut- 
backs, Vardalos’ Georgia finds herself 


scraping together a living in Greece as a 
guide for a tour operation. In an effort to 
get Georgia to quit, her boss saddles her 
with an unventilated bus and a global army 
of tourists recruited from the seventh cir- 
cle of hell. Georgia has two white knights 
lurking in plain sight: her sullen bus driver, 
Poupi (Alexis Georgoulis) and Irv (Richard 
Dreyfuss), a garrulous American tourist

with a big heart. The script owes much 
to bottom-tier National Lampoon vaca- 
tion movies, assuming as it does that all 
group tourists are either crooks, pigs or

MY SISTER’S KEEPER (PG-13, 109 min- 
utes) The much-anticipated adaptation 
of the novel by cult favorite Jodi Picoult 
has to do with emancipation, a theme that 
the movie itself unwittingly plays into. At 
least two perfectly good movies fight to 
break free within this busy, oddly shaped 
weepie: one a peppery, provocative legal 


thriller, the other a mother-daughter melo- 
drama worthy of Joan Crawford and Lana 
Turner at their most Gothically self-sacri- 
ficing. If “My Sister’s Keeper” has a cen- 
tral character, it would be Anna (Abigail 
Breslin), an ll-year-old girl who was con- 
ceived by her parents, Sara and Brian 
(Cameron Diaz and Jason Patric), in order 
to harvest umbilical cord blood, bone mar- 
row and various organs for their daugh- 


ter Kate (Sofia Vassilieva), who suffers 
from acute promyelocytic leukemia. Even 
though “My Sister’s Keeper” is nominally 
Anna’s story, the real center of the action 
is Sara, played by Diaz with a spiky, care- 
worn absence of vanity. Perhaps a moment 
of silence is in order to recognize the fact 
that one of Hollywood’s most delectable 
pop tarts is now playing the mother of 
teenagers, (ah) 


THE PROPOSAL (PG-13, 104 minutes) A 
tightly wound dominatrix of a boss (Sandra 
Bullock), dressed in cinch-waisted suits 
and Louboutin peep-toes that could put 
an eye out at 50 paces, dragoons her long- 
suffering male secretary (Ryan Reynolds) 
into marrying her so her U.S. visa won’t 
expire (she’s Canadian). It’s as predict- 
able and comforting as a Happy Meal, but 
it must be said that the film manages to 
elicit some genuinely amusing moments, 
especially when it comes to physical com- 
edy. Reynolds and Bullock don’t generate 
much chemistry, but both can be thanked 
for bringing restraint to otherwise thank- 
less roles; tireless trouper Betty White is 
underused as Reynolds’ kittenish grand- 
mother. Otherwise, it’s cute, generic and 
instantly forgettable, (ah) 

STAR TREK (PG-13, 127 minutes) Let us 
pray. Lord of “Star Trek” and all its spin- 
offs, we thank thee for a movie that, against 
all odds, has miraculously resurrected a 
wheezing but beloved franchise. We thank 
thee for an origin story that, unlike such 
recent downers featuring the Incredible 
Hulk and Wolverine, pays affectionate 
respect to its source material but never falls 
into the trap of slavish worship. We thank 
thee for Zachary Quinto, who plays Spock 
with surprising pathos. We thank thee for 
a setup that pits James T. Kirk (Chris Pine) 
and Spock against each other, giving the 
film its fraternal rivalry. But most of all, we 
thank thee for director J.J. Abrams, who 
proves such an able steward of this narra- 
tive and these characters. We thank thee 
for imbuing Abrams with taste and con- 
science enough to guarantee that the fran- 
chise will once again live long and prosper. 
May he do the same. Amen, (ah) 

THE TAKING OF PELHAM I 2 3 (R, 106 
minutes) Director Tony Scott’s remake of 
the gritty and darkly comic 1974 film star- 
ring Walter Matthau is about the controlled 
chaos of a city that barely works. As the 
lead hijacker of a subway train that left the 
Pelham station at 1:23 p.m., John Travolta 
is in high manic mode, seething and unpre- 
dictable, violent and charismatic. The best 
moments of the film are his conversations 
with Denzel Washington, who plays the 
Matthau role, as disgraced subway official 
Walter Garber, who is accidentally thrust 
into a leading role. If the film stayed there 
and focused on the psychology of an ordi- 
nary guy with a blot on his record and a 
crazy man who sees his own darkness in 
everyone, it might have been a good film.

accidentally setting it on fire. Zed and Oh 
soon find themselves traipsing through 
various Bible episodes, eventually wind- 
ing up in Sodom, where the homophobic 
jokes fly fast and furious. It’s as if the script 
had been written by someone witha grasp 
of Bible history as tenuous as one of Jay 
Lena’s “Jay Walking” all-stars, and with 


the sense of humor of a high school soph- 
omore.

MIAMI I Where else but Florida 
could a place like Jimbo’s exist? 

It’s a Miami bait shack — 
emphasis on “shack” — a few miles 
from downtown but with an isolat- 
ed island feel and a diverse mix of 
customers. Beer is self-serve, and 
the 8 2 -year- old owner watches 
over the activity in a rickety boat 
captain’s chair. It’s been a location 
in films such as “Wild Things” and 
“Ace Ventura: Pet Detective” and 
TV shows such as “Flipper” and 
“Miami Vice,” yet most folks don’t 
know where it is. 

And where else but Florida 
would you find places such as the 
Flora-Bama, a beach bar known 
for live music and airborne fish; 
Square Grouper, named for the 
bales of marijuana that some- 
times float ashore; the Last Resort, 
where serial killer Aileen Wuor- 
nos drank her last beer; or a bar in 
Key West where Ernest Heming- 
way and Jimmy Buffett hung out 
(though not at the same time). 

Florida has 23,398 licensed 
places to sit and drink beer, wine 
or cocktails. A long “research” 
trip across the state found many 
bars reflect the eclectic, historic 
and often bizarre character of the 
state itself Here are a few worth 
noting.

The bar where 
Hemingway drank, known then as 
Sloppy Joe’s. Mentioned in Buffett’s

A 1959 gas station redone 
in the 1970s as a multilevel bar that 
feels like a tropical forest sprouted 
in it. Wooden booths overlook the 
Intracoastal Waterway. 

PASTIME, 5301 Lenox Ave., Jack- 
sonville. Lyn)Td Sk)m)Td’s “Gimme 
Three Steps” was written after 
singer Ronnie Van Zant was chased 
out of the tiny Pastime at gunpoint. 
“If it was any bigger, the song 
would have been called 'Gimme

There are so many barbecue sauce 
types, from Tennessee tomato 
sauce to Carolina vinegar-based. 
Do you have an allegiance? 

P: Memphis is known for a tomato- 
based sweet barbecue sauce. But 


we’re more than just a one-bar- 
becue family. I’ll sometimes do a 
Kansas City-style barbecue sauce 
or a North Carolina kind. 


Really? No favorites? 

P: Tennessee is a diverse 
region in terms of bar- 
becue. We found that 
out even when we went 
just 200 miles east to open 
our location in Nashville. Peo- 
ple asked for pickles with their 
barbecue. 

G: Ewwwwww. 

P: They did! They wanted it with 
pickles, corn bread and mayon- 
naise! But, really, barbecue has 
become a very, very regional type of 
cuisine. And Gina and I try to show 
as much range as possible. 


What are the biggest mistakes peo- 
ple make when barbecuing? 

P: For grilling, it’s that they think 
they can fast-cook. They’ve got 
flames jumping everywhere and 
they think they’ve got a nice fire 
all ready. No, it’s not. What you’ll 
get is a nice burnt meat because 
you’ve got your grill too hot. 

So, grilling takes a lot of finesse. 

P: I’m just going to go ahead and 
say this: When you’re making love, 
you’ve got to take your time, and 
when you’re cooking, you’ve got to 
take your time. 

G: You know, the Food Network is 
a PG station! 

P: I had to say it. Baby! When peo- 
ple figure that out, they’ll be much 
better grill masters.

Sweet and 
Spicy Slaw 

A crunchy, flavorful coleslaw can 
serve as a topping on barbecue 
sandwiches (a Neely favorite) or 
as a colorful side dish at a picnic. 

INGREDIENTS 

1 small head green cabbage 
1 small head red cabbage 
4 carrots 

^ 1 medium yellowonion 
1/2 cup mayonnaise 
1/4 cup prepared yellow mustard 
2tsp. apple-cider vinegar 
1 cupsugar 

1 tsp. freshly ground black 
pepper 

^ 1/2tsp. cayenne pepper 
Kosher salt 

SERVES 6-8 

CUT THE CABBAGE into quarters and 
remove the cores. Peel the carrots 
and onion, and slice them into piec- 
es that will fit through the feed tube 
ofafood processor. Fitthefood pro- 
cessor with the large-holed grater 
attachment, and push the cabbage, 
carrots and onion through the feed 
tube to grate. In a large bowl,tossthe 
grated cabbage, carrots and onions 
to combine. 

In a medium bowl, whisk togeth- 
er the mayonnaise, mustard, vine- 
gar, sugar, black pepper and cayenne 
(whisk until the sugar is dissolved). 
Toss the dressing with the coleslaw, 
and season with salt and additional 
pepper to taste. Cover the slaw with 
plastic wrap, and chill for at leasttwo 
hours before serving.
